London, Oct, 2.—Unless all signs are awry the German armies 
In France, orgat any rate most of them, are nearing the completion 
of their roun dtrip. This, it is held here, is the only conclusion— 
hinted at even by the Berlin newspapers—to be drawn from the re- 
ports, both official or unofifcial, of those on or near the scene of 
action, 

It is evident that the progress of the allies on their left is con- 
siderable, while the hole through which the Germans migh have 
pierced the line of French fortresses o nthe Meuse river side has been 
closed. 
The fierce battling around the heights of Roye, to the northwest 
of Noyon seems to have ended in favor of the French, These heights 
were captured by General Von Kluck’s men on Wednesday but on 
Friday, according to a French report, the allies regained control of 
the position. ; : 

Antwerp, temporarily the Belgian capital, ought to be capable 
of maintaining a long defence. King Albert is a romantic figure of 
the war in this city. He constantly goes into the danger zone and

That the battle of Cracow which opened yesterday will be a long

These undoubtedly are a formidable army though the alleged total 
of two anda half millions of men is discounted. gate 

The German headquarters staff reports dismiss the situation both 
in this and the Belgian theater with the curt ‘no change.” 

From Petrograd, however, it is officially asserted that — the 
Russian troops continue to drive the enemy from the borders of 
Suwalki and Lonza governments, and there has been continually de- 
termined fighting west of Simno. The German troops which attack- 
cd Ossowetz are retreating precipitately to the north. 

Petrograd also announces that considerable forces of the enemy 
are concentrated in the western districts of the provinces of Petrokoff 
and Kielce, Russian Poland. ‘ 

The Franco-British naval operations against Pola, the Austrian 
base on the Adriatic, are viewed with marked interest as they are 
likely to affect the Italian attitude towards participation or otherwise 
in the war, oes ; 
The Montegrins have commenced their attack of Sarajevo, 
the fall of which, it is claimed in the report, “seems imminent.”

Two and Half Million Germans and Austrians Concentrated 
at Cracow Ready for the Russian Assault Which is Prob- 
ably Now Taking Place—Germans Insist They Have Cap- 
tured Two Forts at Antwerp, But This is Denied by the De- 
fenders—Montenegrins and Servians Slowly Advance in 
Bosn‘h. 


London, Oct. 2—Though all reports seem to agree that the German right 
Tn France has been bent back, the cautious tone of the brief official statements 
indicates that the battle of the Aisne is far from decided, and the British 
public, showing the patience that has characterized their demeanor since tho 
outbreak of hostilities, find a sentimental stimulus in the safe arrival of the fine 
Indian contingent on French soil and the bull terrier like resistance of the Ant- 
werpians who, headed by their king, seek to check the German besiegers. 

Whether two forts have fallen near Antwerp as the Germans insist or 
whether the Belgians have so far repulsed the artillery onslaught, is a matter of 
conjecture hers. 


From the east through various sources comes news of the Russian as-| 


salt of Cracow and its vicinity where two and a half million Germans and 
Austrians are said to be concentrated. So many conflicting reports have been 
received concerning the Russian advance through Galicia, however, that the 
public is inclined to await further details. 

The Londen papers, both editorially and in their news columns embel- 
lished with pictures, make a feature of the landing of the Indian troops, and 
congratulate the war office on the-successful feat of moving many transports 
from India without a single loss. Editorially the press emphasizes the spirit 
of patriotism of the Indians which answers once for all, thoy say, all foreign 
critics who maintained that in time of stress the Indians would prove unfaithful. 

Only guesses can be haphazarded on the strength of the Indian forces 
and their disposition, but, of course, whatever has been done, has taken place 
long before the censor lifted tho veil. 

Whether the allies or the Germans hold St. Mihiel, between Verdun and 
Toul, is still undisclosed by the official statements from either side, nor is the 
situation around the heights of Roye, on the French left, clearly defined. 

Last night the official Berlin communication said that the “heights of 
Roye were taken on September 30." 
communication saying that violent fighting there had resulted in favor of the 
French, The London papers today insist that the cryptic wording of the Ger- 
man statement is tatamount to an admission that Rcje has been taken by the 
allies. However, this is a matter of inference only, 

“Meanwhile, the Servians and Montenegrins advance slowly but surely 
in Bosnia, Breaking the stubborn resistance they occupied on September 30, 


toward Sarajevo.” 

If the battle of Cracow is in full swing then it is unquestionably one of 
the greatest struggles of this war, and possibly the forerunner of even more 
colossal engagements which will rage in Silesia.

HON. W. H. HEARST NOW 
PREMIER OF ONTARIO; 
YOUNGEST IN CABINET 


Toronto, Oct. 2—Hon. W. H. Hearst, 
the baby minister in tho Whitney cab- 
inet, succeeds the late Sir James Whit- 
ney as principal minister of Ontario. 
He was summoned to Government 
House last night and entrusted with 
the re-organization of the provincial 
cabinet. 


Mr. Hearst has appointed Findlay G. 
MacDairmid, member for West Elgin, 
and a resident of the city of St. Thomas 
to succeed Hon. Dr. Reaume, as minis- 
ter of public works, thus maintaining 
the western Ontario cabinet represen- 
tations, No minister without portfollo 
{s yet appointed to succeed Hon. J. 8. 
Hendrie, who has just become Heuten- 
ant governor of Ontario, but the pro- 
vincial treasurer, Hon. I B. Lucas, 
takes Mr, Hendrie’s place on the On- 
tario hydro-electric commission. The 
other ministers have been asked by the 
new prenier to continue in their pres- 
ent positions. All will be sworn in 
tomorrow morning. 


The new premicr is the youngest 
member of the cabinet in time of ser- 
vice, His sclection {s manifestly a 
compromise between the reactionary 
and progressive factions of the Con- 
servative party led by Hon. W. J. 
Hanna and Sir Adam Beck respective- 
ly. He entered the provincial house 
first in 1908 to represent Sault Ste. 
Marie, and became minister of lands, 
forests and mines at the time of the 
federal election in 1912, when Hon. 
Frank Cochrane, then holding that 
position, went to become a member of 
the Borden cabinet at Ottawa. 


JAPANESE SAID TO 
HAVE LOST HEAVILY 
IN TSING TAU FIGHT 


Pekin, Oct. 2—A German report from 
Tsing Tau, tho fortified position of the 
Kiao Chau territory sent by carrier 
pigeon to Tsi Nan, in Shan Tung pro- 


vince, and thence to Pekin by tele- 
graph, indicates that tho German re- 
tlrement from the second line of de- 
fense around Tsing Tau which took 
place last Monday was due to the over- 
whelmingly numerical strength of the 
Japanese. 

Continulng this report says that the 
Japanese losses were 1700 killed and 
800 wounded, a result of the fire from 
German warships, coupled with the fire 
of the machine guns on land. The Ger- 
man losses are described as small. At 
the German legation in Pekin, it was 
said today that Germans caused the 
destruction early this week of the rall- 
road bridge at Ta Yu Ho, six miles 
west of Wel Hsien, and that they will 
cause other bridges to be dynamited 
if the Japanese continue thelr west- 
ward movement. They will dynamite 
also all the government buildings at 
Tsing Tau when a further defense of 
that place becomes impossible. 

The Japenese legation here today ex- 
pressed the belicf that the troops now 
attacking Tsing Tau would await the 
arrival of the siege guns,

The sound advise to all women of the city is to get a mar- 
ket basket and get on hand early on Saturday morning. By so 
doing a severe blow will be dealt the common enemy, The 
High Cost of Living, and Edmonton will be even a better place 
to live than at the present time—which, by the way, is saying 
something. 

There are some people who do not understand why it is 
possible to buy meats, vegetables, produce and all foodstutis 
cheaper at a market than at a grocer’s or meat shop, but look- 
ing thoroughly into the matter it is quite evident that the tor- 
mer method of shopping is actually much more economical tor 
the housewife than the latter. In the first place the grocer is 
usually merely a middleman who buys neither direct from the 
producer and is seldom if ever the grower of his foodstuffs, so 
that actually his function is to bring the produce in touch with

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the consumer rather having a part in the real growing or pro- 
duction of it. The elimination of this man’s profits and ser- 
vices has long been a desiratum on the part of careful providers. 

It is a wellrecognized condition of affairs that one of the 
chief reasons for the high cost of living is the somewhat con- 
venient, but highly expensive system of shopping as has grown 
up on the part of the women of Canada and United States. 
This method of shopping has been attributed by the commis- 
sions appointed to investigate this matter by the governments 
with being one of the principal causes of the almost prohibita- 
tive high cost of living, or as some wag has termed it, the cost 
of high living. 

Mrs. Housewife, did you ever stop to consider just how 
much you pay each year and each week in the service the gro- 
cer gives you? Please appreciate the tact that your grocer and 
butcher are not in business for their health or simply to accom- 
modate you, but that they are in business for the sole purpose 
of making money. Of course, to make that money they are 
attentive, courteous, have fine stores;—in short they give you 
Service. But, please remember they give you this service tor 
the service for the pure purpose of making money, and it is 
only because they can make more money that they give you 
the service. We know it is very convenient to simply go to the 
*phone and order a few groceries or the meat for the day. It 
is handy to have the grocer’s boy, or wagon or motor delivery, 
as the case may be, to bring your order to the door a few min- 
utes after you have expressed your desire. It is a splendid 
thing to have the boy call upon you each morning for your 
possible wants during the coming day. The week-end price 
list of special offerings and timely suggestions which your gro- 
cer mails to you is full of ideas and well thought out hints. It 
is a recognized fact if not fully appreciated at all times that 
the modern housewife secures fier daily provendor with less 
effort than did queens of a few years ago. But, the madame 
must remember that she, and she alone pays for all these con- 
veniences. When you step to the phone and order a 25-cent 
piece of meat for lunch do you ever stop to consider just how 
much extra expense is involved—just how much you pay for 
i beside the meat itself? In the first place is the added expense 
(of the telephone; the grocer keeps a ‘phone merely for such 
purposes; and you, although you may not recognize it, are, 
with the other customers, paying for that telephone. The boy 
or wagon, or motor car, as the case may be, when delivering 
| this 25-cent piece of meat has to be paid, and it is always a fact

The purpose of the market is the elimination of these ex- 
itra expenses and which makes possible the buying of the focd- 
stuffs with greater economy on the part of the housewife. This, 
to an extent, is merely reverting to the old system in vogue 
hundreds of years ago in Europe and still largely practised 
there. It is a curious sight to observe those hundreds of '.- 
ropean wives bickering for their daily foodstuffs at any of the 
markets in the principal cities throughout the continent and 
England. Much of the thrift and economy of the European 
nations is a direct result of this shrewd buying by the house- 
wives themselves in the open market where competition is 
keen among the various stall holders, 

The central public market of Edmonton is simply a reviv- 
al of this well honored practise of thrift and economy which 
has been in vogue ever since the inedival ages. Since the war 
has broken out public markets have sprung up all over the 
Dominion of Canada, and are being largely patronized by the 
housewives who are now anxious to economize in the price of 
their foodstuffs. Going to the market direct, and buying 
where competition eists and often direct from the producers, 
then carrying home their purchases, a considerable saving can 
be effected. 

Mrs. Housewife get the habit and practise thrift and eco- 
nomy in the days when it is so essential. Go to market your- 
Self instead of using the ‘phone, choose wisely, and then above 
all means carry home in your market basket your meats and 


| vegetables instead of paying all of those more or less unneces-

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THE DOUBLE ARMY 
OF THE UNEMPLOYED. ~ = 
As General William Tecumseh Sherman is credited with having 


remarked: “War is hell.” Yet even war brings with it some things 


which are desirable, not the least of which are frankness and straight 
thinking. : 
In ithe undisguised frankness which characterizes war there is a 
directness of thought which cannot fail to lead to a new viewpoint 
upon many of the things which we have become accustomed to ac- 
cept without question, Against frankness peace lends itself. Things 
assume an unreal aspect; habiliments hide the frame. In eras of un- 
disturbed prosperity people drop almost unconsciously into habits of 
thinking which do not go to bedrock. The tendency is to accept con- 
ditions as they are and to assume that the fact of their extstence is 
the euarantee of their genuineness. War wipes away some of the 
mists, Men and nations are brought to an appreciation of where they 
are at. War discloses in the affairs of the state and in the economic 
systems pursued, quite as effiectively as in the lives of individuals and 
in personal fortunes, the weakness of the lines along which they have 
been travelling. Men, and the groups of men who constitute nations, 
are brought back to first principles. They are required to stand on 
heir own feet. The industrial, commercial, financial fabric is put to 
the test. Against the impact of a war condition the weak joints yield. 
Only those persons and communities and states whose affairs are 
founded upon the fundamental sanity that perspiration is the pur- 
chase price of bread are equipped to comfortably absorb the shock. 

In other words, it isin war time that we are compelled to the can- 
did admission that there is no wealth except that which somebody has 
worked for. Men may connive and scheme and construe laws to dis- 
possess each other of a little or much of this wealth after it has been 
produced, or even to anticipate its production and appropriate it in 
advance thereof, But the cunningest devices of statute, indenture and 
finance cannot annul the law that, after all, nature yields up her 
wealth only as a recompense for labor. 

Men may take this recompense from each other without requit- 
ting; but they cannot cheat nature out of a single grain of wheat. 

This is something which we should have known in Western 
Canada—did know, in fact, but ignored. It has taken a war condition 
to disclose the fact that in the pursuit of easy wealth we have—in a 
country the prodigality of whose natural wealth constitutes an invita- 
tion to all to step in and partake—built up a system which results in 
creating two great armies of unemployed. 

One army we have had in the corner of our eye these many 
years: Recruited from the ranks of the casual laborer and the inter- 
mittent mechanic, this system of ours has made him a creature of cir- 
cumstance, holding but Ilttle stake in the country, having no claim to 
permanent employment which the body politic will recognize, denied 
the right of access to the natural resources except under conditions 
which compels him—if he has the fee—to surrender in advance the 
product of years of toil as the price of the privilege of being allowed 
to add to the country’s wealth. In no wise controller of his own des- 
tiny, his presence persisting in even the most prosperous times, shut- 
tling in and out from the ranks of employment and unemployment, 
he goes from job to job, travelling, meanwhile past millions of idle 
acres which need his toil as badly as he needs the acres which would | 
conserve the wastage of his capacity to toil. 

We have become accustomed to his presence, innured, until in 
thoughtlessness we concede that somehow or other his condition is 
something for which he should be held up to blame and contumely. 
And thus when, groping with a condition which they scarcely under- 
stand, this army of the unemployed, finding itself grouped, becomes 
articulate through a trades union or the I.W.W,, there arise those who | 
would promptly call out the militia to quell the strike or would sum- 
mon the fire brigade to hydraulic the banners and their bearers from 
the public thoroughfare. 

But just now we are commencing to get a glimpse of another 
army of the unemployed; the army of exploitation. We have known 
them too, for long; but we have not become accustomed to thinking | 
of them in the light of non-producers. he prosperities of peace have 
made it so easy to take the returns of a year’s labor out of the trans- 
ferrance from hand to hand of a subdivision, a farm or even of a city} 
lot that we have permitted ourselves to forget that no wealth is created | 
by the process; that the time consumed by men who have devoted 
their energies to acquiring wealth by this system is wasted time, 
far as the community is concerned.

Brought right down to brass tacks, so to speak, the frankness 
which the war condition incurs compels the admission that the SYS- 
tem which we have been following has placed in two great armies of 
unemployed hundreds and thousands of the best we have for the 
upbuilding of a great country: on the one hand a legion of alert, keen, 
enterprising young men, competent to give a grand account of them- 
Selves in any useful undertaking toward which their talents might 
have been applied, but idle notwithstanding their resourcefulness; on 
the other a robust, competent, individualistic cohort, trained in the

ANXIOUS TO GET TO

A Burden Removed From Their 
Minds When They Found 
They Were n Time, 


London, Oct. 2.—(7:03 a.m.)—The 
correspondent of the Daily MaibP at 
Marseilles, in a despatch dated last 
Saturday but which was delayed by 
the censor, describes the landing of 
Indian troops who, he says, are all 
ardent for the cause for which the king 
and his allies are fighting. He says: 

“To see“fully a score of transports 
glide from the bay into the dock and 
moor at their appointed stations was 
an imposing sight 
time a splendid tribute to the perfec- 
tion of their organization. 

“The French officers were amazed 
at the remarkable smoothness with 
which the operation sproceeded and 
were not slow in their expressions of 
profound admiration. 

The voyage from India had been 
made under excellent conditions and 
the troops who literally leaped ashore, 
were fighting men to the last ounre, 
hard, fit and ready, Had the word of 
command been given to march straight 
from the quap to the fighting line they 
were ready to go. 

“Not a few of the Sikhs, lithe, black 
bearded giants, were deepuly concern- 
ed to know if I thought the war would 
be over before they could get to grips 
with the common enemy, and it was a 
burden off their minds when I assur- 
ed them there was absolutely no likeli- 
hood of anything of the kind coming 
to pass, 

“The scene in town when the troops 
marched through to the different 
camping grounds was unforgettable. 
Every man, woman and child in Mar- 
seilles turned out and their numbers 
were swelled by people who had rush- 
ed in from the surrounding country 
districts. In fact the streets were 
Seeting masses of hishiy excited 
humanity. 

“The example of high strung Latins 
rapidly spread to the Indians and it 
an unique experience to see hundreds 
of martial warriors, bearded men 
whose halr was shot with gray, and 
beardless youths, jump a yard high in 
the air for sheer joy. Old women 
fought with the men for the honor of 
shaking hands with the bronzed sold- 
fers and young girls threw sweet 
smiles and pinned roses on their tunics

The enemy drove the Prussian posts 
from the Sambre on that day, and 
General Zieten, who commanded the 
corps at Charleroy, retired upon Fleu- 
rus, and Marshal Prince Blucher con- 
centrated the Prussian army upon 
Sabre, holding the villages in front of 
hs position of St. Amand and )igny. 

The enemy continued his = march 
along the road from Charleroy towards 
Bruxelles, and on the same evening, 
the 15th, attacked a brigade of the 
army of Netherlands, under the Prince 
of Weimar, posted at Frasne, and 
forced it back to the farm house on the 
same road, called Les Quatre Bras. 

The Prince of Orange immediately 
reinforced this brigade with another of 
the same division, under General Per- 
poncher, and in the morning early re- 
gained part of the ground which had 
been lost, so as to have command of 
the communications leading from NI- 
velles and Bruxelles, with Marsnal 
Blucher’s position. 

In the meantime I had directed the 
whole army to march upon Les Quatre 
Bras, and the fifth division under Lieut. 
General Sir Thomas Picton arrived at 
about half past two In the day, followed 
by the corps of troops under the Duke 
of Brunswick, and afterwards by the 
contingent of Nassau. 

At this time the enemy commenced 
an attack upon Prince Blucher with his 
whole force, excepting the first and sec- 
}ond corps, and a corps of cavalry under 
|General Kellerman, with which he at- 
j aceed our posts at Les Quatres Bras. 
| The Prussian army maintained their 
|position with their usual gallantry and 
|perseverance against a great disparity 
of numbers, as the fourth corps of their 
army, under General Bulow, had not 
joined, and I was not able to assist 
them as I wished, as I was attacked 
myself, and the troops, the cavalry in 
particular, which had a long distance 
to march, had not arrived. 

We maintained our position also, and 
completely defeated and repulsed the 
enemy's attempts to get possession of 
it.

count of the fatigue of our troops, who 
had been engaged during twelve 
hours, and because I found myself on 
the same road with Marshal Blucher, 
who assured me of hls intention to 
follow the enemy throughout the 
night} he has sent me werd this morn- 
ing that he has taken sixty pleces of 
cannon belonging to the Imperial 
Guard, and several Carriages, bagrage, 
etce., belonging to Bonaparte, in Gen- 
appe. 

I propose to move this my ng upon 
Nivelles, and not to discon..ue my 
operations, 

Your lordship will observe that such 
a desperate action could not be fought 
and such advantages could not be 
gained without great loss, and I am 
sorry to add that ours has been im- 
mense, In Lieut.-General Sir Thomas 
Picton, his majesty has sustained the 
loss of an officer Who has frequently 
distinguished himself in his service, 
and he fell gloriously leading his divi- 
sion to a charge of bayonets, by which 
one of the most serious attacks made 
by the enemy on our position was de- 
feated. The Earl of Uxbridge, after 
having successfully got through the ar- 
duous day, received @ wound by almost 
the last shot fired, which will deprive 
His Majesty for some time of his ser- 
vices.

DESPATCH RIDERS 
PRAISED BY HEADS 
OF BRITISH ARMY 


Through Sheer Audicity and 
Speed Volunteers Rout the 
Enemy, 


At the battle front, via. Paris, Oct 
—The generals in command of the allies 
are full of praise for the corps of 
despatch riders who since the begin- 
ning of the battle of the Aisne have 
kept up communications between the 
various corps along the line now 
spreading from the Some to the Mso- 
elle and along the frontier of Alsace 
Lorraine. 

The corps of despatch riders is com- 
posed inostly of volunteers from better 
class. Hritish, many of them very 
wealthy youths, who night and day 
have made dashes through the country 
Infested with German cavalry messages 
which have kept the brigades and army 
corps in close touch and cabled com- 
manders to send reinforcements to 
points where they were most needed, 

On many occasions these despatch 
riders, mounted on motor cyclea, 
through sheer audacity and speed have 
scattered reconnoitering parties | of 
German cavalry, sometimes facing en- 
ormous odds in their dangerous work. 

German prisoners who have been 
taken In large numbers on the western 
end of the line show that the rein- 
forcements which have arrived re- 
cently consist largely of middle aged 
men. Some of them are fathers with 
families, who had been awaiting acting 
army service for 10 or 15 years. This 
seems to Indicate that many corps 
have heen withdrawn to meet the Rus- 
sian advance 

The German attacks tn the last 24 
hours seem to have become less ener- 
getic and the allies have been able to 
repulse them and follow them up more 
easily, The German practice of matn- 
taining an Incessant offensive appears 
to be having the result of wearying out 
their human material. There are signs 
that exhaustion fs setting in among the 
niavders owing to the hard fighting and 
the severe weather conditions, Mean- 
while the allies are being given inter- 
vals of rest in the trenches betwen the 
pricds of intense exertion, as fresh

HON. W. H. HEARST NOW 
PREMIER OF ONTARIO; 
YOUNGEST IN CABINET 


Toronto, Oct. 2.—Tion. W. H. Hearst, 
the baby minister in the Whitney cab- 
inet, succeeds the late Sir James Whit- 
ney as principal minister of Qntario. 
He was summoned to Government 
House last night and entrusted with 
the re-vrganization of the provincial 
cabinet, 


Mr. Hearst has appointed Findlay G, 
MacDairmid, member for West Elgin, 
and a reskient of the city of St. Thomas 
to succeed Hon. Dr. Reaume, as minis- 
ter of public works, thus maintaining 
the western Ontario cabinet represen- 
tations. No minister without portfollo 
{s yet appointed to succeed Hon, J, 8. 
Hendrie, who has just become leuten- 
ant governor of Ontario, but the pro- 
vincial treasurer, Hon. I. B. Lucas, 
takes Mr. Hendrie’s place on the On-« 
tario hydro-electric commission, The 
other ministers have been asked by the 
new premier to continue in their pres- 
ent positions. All will be sworn in 
tomorrow morning. 


The new premier is the youngest 
member of the cabinet in time of ser- 
vice. His selection is manifestly a 
compromise between. the reactionary 
and progressive factions of the Con- 
servative party led by Hon. W. . 
Hanna and Sir Adam Beck respective- 
ly. He entered the provincial house 
first in 1908 to represent Sault Ste. 
Marte, and became minister of lands, 
forests and mines at the time of the 
federal election in 1912, when Hon. 
Frank Cochrane, then holding that 
position, went to become a member of 
the Borden cabinet at Ottawa, 


JAPANESE SAID TO 
HAVE LOST HEAVILY 
IN TSING TAU FIGHT 


Pekin, Oct. 2,—A German report from 
Tsing Tau, the fortified position of the 
Kiao Chau territory sent by carrier 
plgeon to Ts! Nan, in Shan Tung pro- 


vince, and thence to Pekin by tele- 
graph, indicates that the German re- 
tirement from the second line of de- 
fense around Tsing Tau which took 
place last Monday was due to the over- 
whelmingly numerical gtrength of the 
Japanese. 

Continuing this report says that the 
Japanese losses were 1700 killed and 
800 wounded, a result of the fire from 
German warships, coupled with the fire 
of the machine guns on land. The Ger- 
man losses are described as small, At 
the German legation in Pekin, it was 
said today that Germans caused the 
destruction early this week of the rall- 
road bridge at Ta Yu Ho, six miles 
west of Wel Hsien, and thet they will 
cause other bridges to be dynamited 
if the Japanese continne their west- 
ward movement. They will dynamite 
also all the government buildings at 
Tsing Tau when a further defense of 
that place becomes impossible. 

The Japenese legation here today ex- 
pressed the belicf that the troops now 
attacking Tsing Tau would awalt the 
arrival of the siege guns,
